THJffE HULL TMilfRS LOST 


HULL. England. May 5.—Thre* . 
more British trawlers hav* been 
added to the list of those blown up I 
by German submarines In the North 
sea Monday, and it is feared others 
also were lost aa they were shelled 
and fired upon with rifles by tfa* crew 
of a submersible. The crews of the 
trawlers loianthe. Hero and North- 
ward Bo have landed here, reporting 
the destruction of their boats. Xo 
lives were lost aboard any of. the 
three. 


A Copenhagen dispatch states that 
while the trawlers were fishing in the, 
North sea a German submarine ap- i 
peared a»d ordered them to stop. The' 
crews then took to their boats and 
rowed away, after which the trawlers 
were blown up by boarding parties 
from th* submarine. After rowing 
about for eight hours th* fishermen 
were rescued. 


The trawler Hero attempted to es- 
cape, but after . an exciting chase 
which lasted an hour th* submarine 
got Into close rang* and opened a 
fusfflad* with rifles, w&ereupon th* 
skipper of the fisherman stopped and 
the crew took to the small boats. 


The trawler Portia has reached 
HuU after an exciting chase, in which 
she managed to elud* the submarine 
which was after her.

JAPAN ASSEMBLES WARSHIPS.

PEKING, May 5, 3:13 p. m.—A Japanese cruiser and foar tor- 


pedo boat destroyers have arrived at Chin-Wang-Tao, on the 
Gulf of Liao Tung, about 150 miles east of Peking, evidently Tor 
the purpose of removing from China the members of the Japan- 
ese legation. 


Consular reports from all parts of the country announce the de- 


parture of Japanese on their concentration at the Japanese con- 
sulates. 


There is a substantial opinion in Peking that Japan may take 


action in regard to the non-acceptance of her demands by China 
without waiting upon the issuance of an ultimatum. 


The Chinese capital !s remarkably 


quiet In the face of what th* Peking 
Gazette calls "the gravest peril In 
China's modern history:" Most of 
the people of the city are going 
about their business as usual, appar- 
ently with no knowledge of the prob- 
lem which confronts their country. 
They might easily be aroused, but the 
government has taken every meas- 
ture to prevent anti-Japanese demon- 
' strations.
